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THE LANGUAGE LABORATORY

The title of this article would appear 
to indicate that the Humanities and 
Natural Sciences have at last found a 
common ground, A better title, perhaps, 
would be "Language Practice Room", 
because the so-called "Laboratory" is 
the place where the student practises 
and, we hope, masters the material which 
has been introduced in class, This will 
no doubt be a source of relief to 
language teachers who may feel that 
automation is about to do them out of a 
job. 


The Language Laboratory consist of a 
number of partially-sound proofed booths, 
each containing a tape-recorder, microphone 
and headphones, These are connected to 
J.H, Whitelaw a central control panel, equipped with 
tape-decks, a phonegraph and input jacks 
permitting the transmission of programmes 
emanating from outside sources, such as 
sound film and short-wave radio, The 
student has a selector switch in his booth 
permitting a choice of up to five different programmes should the need 
arise, The instructor has a microphone and headphones, and can comm- 
unicate with the class as a whole, or individually with any member, who 
can at the same time communicate with the class as a whole, or individ- 
ually with any member, who can at the same time communicate with the 
instructor, Some systems even have a warning light on the control 
panel for each student, so that he may signal to the instructor for 
help, Frightening stories of students reducing instructors to hysteria 
by all pressing their intercom button at a pre-arranged moment made us 
decide to forgo this luxury, Finally, there is a wall-mounted loudspeaker 
which can broadcast any programme emanating from the console, and which 
will be used to provide a few moments of relief from headphone pressure, 


While such a set-up is flexible enough to be used in various ways, 
the normal method is to use drill-material prepared in advance by the 
instructor and recorded on a master-tape, This leaves him free to 
monitor the responses of the students, Drills commonly used in lang- 
uage practice include imitation (for pronunciation practice), question 
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and answer (for comprehension and automatic response instead of laborious 
construction of replies by grammatical processes), substitution (for 
practise in new grammatical material, such as the new tense of a verb) 
and many others, 


The student has a dual-channel tape-recorder which can record the 
material transmitted from the central control as well as the responses 
uttered by the student, Two great advantages of the system will thus 
be apparent - first, the fact that whereas in the traditional language 
class only one student can participate at any one time (unless relative- 
ly inefficent choral responses are elicited), in the Laboratory all 
students are participating all the time; secondly, the student, by 
playing back his recording, can hear his own responses, compare them with 
the correct version, and correct himself. It will be observed that 
under such a system the instructor can concentrate on helping the weaker 
student without prejudicing the progress of the more competent, 


Another operation which may be performed with this equipment is 
the “Library” used of taped material, Master lessons can be duplicated - 
the equipment to be installed here is fitted for mass duplication, con- 
trolled from the console ~ so that a student wishing to go over imper= 
fectly-mastered material can do so on his own, Faculty members will 
doubtless seize upon this golden opportunity of acquiring facility in 
a language without the risk of looking foolish in public, Columbia 
University, where this writer recently attended a Workshop on Language 
Laboratory Methods, has a tape library of several thousand items, with 
full-time curators and operators, 


The Laboratory at Sir George Williams University will contain 
twenty-one student positions and a control console as described above, 
It will also have a film-strip projector for co-ordinated audio-visual 
operations, In view of the space crisis, the booths are being so 
constructed that the machinery may be locked under a hinged front 
doubling as a writing surface; the acoustic panels separating the 
booths will be low enough so that students who so desire can still see 
the blackboard and the instructor; in short, the room will still be 
available as a normal class-room, This is, of course, not an ideal 
situation, but unavoidable in the circumstances, While every effort 
will be made to have all equipment under lock and key when not in use, 
instructors giving classes in the Laboratory are asked to co-operate 
in safeguarding this rather delicate machinery, 


Laboratory sessions will form an integral part of all beginners’ 
language classes - French, German, Hebrew, Russian and Spanish and will 
be available for upper years as required, One of the big problems which 
must be faced here is that of the Evening Division, where it is 
difficult to find available hours, This year Laboratory sessions will 
be offered on a voluntary basis to Evening Students between 5:30 and 
6:30 P.M. and on Saturday mornings, Day Students will have one hour 
of compulsory lab. per week in the afternoons, It is hoped to solve the 
problem of Evening student attendance in the course of the current 
academic year, which will inevitably be of a somewhat experimental 
nature, Language Laboratories have been in operation for a few years 
now, but not long enough for techniques to become standard, and most 
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institutions have to work out on their own those best suited to their 
needs, 


Quite a revolution is going on in the field of language teaching, 
and many traditional procedures are being discarded as inefficient 
and unrealistic, The Language Laboratory, with its opportunities for 
individual work and progress, not to mention the psychological boost 
resulting from an awareness of this progress, is without doubt the most 
valuable adjunct so far introduced in striving towards mastery of a 
foreign language, 


E. Russell Paterson (Geology) recently accepted an invitation to 
address the Science Club of Verdun High School, When the School heard 
of his acceptance, they cancelled lectures for 10th and llth year, and 
Professor Paterson had an audience of more than 400 students, He reports 
that he has "never had a more attentive or appreciative audience," 


The Library move to the sixth floor should be made towards the end 
of the year, The problems of timing and the method used to move the books 
are still under discussion, Once the move has been completed, work will 
commence on the space vacated by the Library, This area will house the 
Faculty Room, the Principal's Office and the Deans’ Offices, It is hoped 
that work will be completed by the summer term, The present administrative 
offices will be turned over to the Registrar's staff, The re-location of 
the Faculty Room will undoubtedly be an improvement over the present lower 
floor area — certainly in accessibility, 


The recent articles in the Montreal Star concerning McGill's academic 
requirements for extracurricular participation, and the Students' Council 
decision to institute a requirement for "Senior" positions, was treated as 
something unique in Canadian Universities, Actually, Sir George adopted 
this policy four years ago for all student executive positions, 


Mrs. Beryl McCullough, an evening student, has been awarded the 
diploma of the Institute of Spanish by the Consul of Spain. Granted in 
recognition of outstanding success in the study of Spanish, this is the 
first time such a diploma has been won by a student of this University, 
Mrs, McCullough,is a Dean's Honour student and is the wife of Prof, 

Edward McCullough, ---- Both N.D.G. and Central Y.M.C.A. are running 
extensive informal Adult Education Programs and Gordon Lowe, our Assistant 
Student Counsellor, is teaching in the N.D.G, project, =-=-== Conrad Langlois, 
a graduate of this University, has published a paper, "Cultural Reasons 
given for the French Canadian Lag in Economic Progress", in CULTURE. He 
gives credit for the starting point of his study as “A Course given at Sir 
George Williams University by Prof, Arthur Lermer on the Economic Develop- 
ment of French Canada,"
